Reunion of the Loyal Veterans Who
Fought the Great Three Days’ Fight,

——

Grand Reception to Msjor General Green in
His Ninety-Third Year, at the Dedication
of the Menument to New York Troops.

- ———

Epecial to the Indlapapolis Jonrnal.
GrETTYSBURG, ’a, July 2.—-With the
bright sun above the field on whieh Get-

‘tyaburg’s decisive battie was fought, New

York's monument to the heroes who fell
in the battle was dedicated to day with
impressive ceremonies, It was the anni-
versary of the three days’ fight. Several
thousand of New York veterans, the Gov-
ernors of two states, the surviving gener-
als of the battie, and wvisitors from
other States were present to lend i1mpres-
siveness to a scene that will go down In
history as one of the greatest at Gettys-
burg since 1te wheat lieids ran red with the
blood of eonfederate and Union dead. The
wheat stood ripe on the atalk to-day, as it
did thirty years ago, when the armies of

Meade and [.ee met, and the Union troops
gleaned victory after seventy-two hours
of varying contliet, Smoke again hung
over the field. but it was from the salute in
bhooor of she dead, and oot the smoke of
battle.

Tue first feature of the day was the re-
ception to Maj ien. George S, Green by
his brigade on Culp’s hiil. A platiorm bad
been erected among the trees where Green
and bis men beld & most 1nportant point
on the right of the line of battle of the sec-
ond day's tight. Within view of a score of
mopuments erected to mark the places
where comrades fell, the survivors and
their guests gathered and saluted their
brigade commander, who is in his ninety-
third year, and 1s the oldest living partici-
pantin the battle of Getisburg.

General Hobert Avery acted as presiding
olticer. Cn the platiorm was Uovernor
Flower, of Noew York, and stafl; also Gen-
eral =Sickles, General =locum, Colonel
Stedman, who was wounded not tifty yvards
away, and the representatives of the Six-
tieth, dbeventy-eighth, One-hundred-and-
second, Ope-<hondred-and - thirty -seventh
and Ope-handred. and - forty - ninth New
York Regiments. Standing about under
the trees or seated 1n carriages were
nearly a thousand veterans of New York
rediments and  their friends. Toe
Rev. O, W. 5. Everson, of the Ope-hun-
dred-and-seventh New York Volunteers,
opened the proceedings with a prayer. The
veterans then sang “"Ameriea,” after which
General Avery introduced Maj. Gen, Henry
W. Slocum. The veterans listened ingently
a8 General Slooum described the scenes 1n
which they took part, and gave him three
cheers when he elosed. General Green then
stood up and was cheered and cheered
again as many of she veterans saw their
leader for the first time since she war.

When General Green concluded Governor
Flower was introduced, Heo said that 1t
WASsS nos on the programme for bun to
speak at this time, but he conld not torego
the pleasure of comng and looking into
the faces of the men from New York,
who fought so well for both State and Na-
tion. Continning, he said: “While the
soldiers of the ola world fought to make
their monarchs areat, yon fought to make
your encimles yonr egual in all things,
aot to enable their children
to© enjoy the blessings of this
countiry equally with yourown. This was
the turning point just here, and you may
all consider yonrselves lucky to have been
mis 1 wish to God | bad been there my-
self. |Laughter and applause,| You had
your opportunity gind you used 1t well. No
prouder epitaph could be plaged on a man’s
tomb than ‘le was a Upion soldier,” Buat
yon soldiers do not die, You come here hke

‘L here were loud shouts for General Sick-
les as Governor Flower took his seat, and
the General was given a hearty cheer as he
stood, with tne a:d of his erutches, and
congratulated the veterans on getting to-
gether on the old battle ground. After all
had joined in singing “Marobing .through
Georgia” and the Rev. AMr. Pray bad pro.
nonunced the benediotion, all the veterans
formed 1n line and shook bands with Gens,
Green, Sickies, Sloenm and Avery, while
Battery C ot the Third Artillery fired a
saulnte. Many of the veterans walked on
with tears on their cheoks after the hearty
bhand.clasping of their old commander.

After the morning exercises there was a
rush to the hotels and eating houses, where
the crowds were fod with diflicnity, as the
botels were simply swamped. At l o'clock
the veterans went to the places assigned
to them for the parade. The organizations
formed on the foursides of the town square
ana along Baltimore street, their lines
reaching all the way to the cemelery
gates. The generals and guesta of houor
entered the oarriages at 4, )., and took
their positions in the aquare. T'he Soldiers’
Home band, from Bath, N. Y.: led the pro-
cession, First eame the honorary marshal,
Gen, George 5. Green, aud stall, in » car-
riage. He was escorted by twentyv-five
men of bis old brigade, who walked at
the sides of bis carniage. Following them
were veterans bearing twenty-nine flags
of houor, out of respect to the memory of
commanders of brigades or higher com-
maund in the battle of Gettysburg who
were Killed during the battle or are since
deceased, Following the tlags of honor
came the grand marshal of the day, Major
General Daniel Butterfield, who was chief
of atafl of the army of the Potomae during
the battle of Gettysburg. MNext were the
rogulars,  acting as escort of honor
to the generals, the Governors,
the commanders and imvited
guests, With the escort were oar-
riages containming Gen. Damel E, Sickles,
Gen. H. W, Slocum, Gen. Joseph .

“It was obvious to the least discerning
finauciers of the conntry that the sct of
1878 would sventually bring albiont, not =
doulide siandard, ar pretended by its
friends, bur » single standard of depre-

ciated silver. Hence, from the beginning,
these dollars were received with great dis-
trust., BatCongress, having entered on this
strange scheme of expansion, determined to
use the power of the government to foree
the circulation on an unwilling public,
The associated banks of New York, Boaton
and Philadeiphia adopted rules forbidding
tho use of these dollars, and also the s'iver
certificates, i1n clearing balances among
themeselves. It reaily seems that when
both debtor and oreditor agree not to use a
currency thought to be injurious to the
pubiic wellare they sbonld be allowed to
reject it iu their own transactions without
the lfear of punishment. The national
banks, however, held their eharters from
tbhe government, and the discipline of Con-
gress was soou brought to bear, It was de-
creed that no national bank should beiong
to a clearing house that refused silver cer-
tificates in payment of balances, When
bank ocharters had to be renewed the re-
newal was conditioned on the receipt and
cironlation of a currency already bad, and
getting worse day by day. The govern-
ment now entered the field as a common
carrier and, transported, without charge,
this unacceptable currency to any partof
the country that would deposit gold for it
in the subtreasuries. Thus the government
sowed the wind, and now, by the just law
of retribution, reaps the whirlwind.

SHYLOCK WANTs HIS FLESH.

“The public demands hack that gold, and
the government must pay it or embark at
ouce on the treacherous sea of depreciated
currency. When paine and penalties failed
to coerce the banks the persuasion of sell-

The bank notes are
neoessarily held, if poessible, by tho banks
issuing them, in fear that in the extremity
of distress their redemption may soon be
asked in gold. Nothing 1s left but silver
cortificates and treasury notes. The banks
areunable to maintain their lawfunl reserve,
Hence, they can do no relief to a sutlering
community.

MUST PAY THE BOXND.

“The government treasury is depleted of
ite surplus. Government expenditures ex-
ceed government receipts. kxtravagant
appropriations, made *on a silver basis,
must now be paid in a medium of value.
The bheedless promisse to pay has now ran
its brief course, and its performance comes
with suffering and tears.

“Whnat now isthe remedy?

“First—The customs duties should hereafter be
paid in zeld alone,

“second—The silver bullion in the government
vaults should at once be sold for cash in gold and
the proceeds covered into the treasury.

“Third—Three per cent. gold bonds to the
amountof £300,00 ,000 shounld be promptly sold
and the proceeds transferred to the treasury.

“Fourth—A day shouid be fixed, not iater than
Jan. 1, 1898, for the redemption and payment in
gold coin of all eirculating notes of every de-
scription heretofore issued by the government,

“Fifth—Atleast half of the silver dollars iasued
under the acts of 1578 and 1590 should be =oid
as bullion and the remainder minted into subsi-
dary sliver colns, and made legal tender ouly in
payment of 10 or less.

“Sixth—Provision should be made for the useot
the $300,000,000 of gold bonds as a bLasis for
bauking, making the provisions as liberal as pos-
sible, consistent with safety, but under govern-
ment supervision.

“Sevenuth—The basis of natiopal banking should
be so enlarged as to permit the lssue of cirenlat-
ing notes on the deposit of other than United
States bonds, the solveuey of such Londs to be
passed on by responsiblé goverument ottlcials,

“kighth—All hank issues to be redecmed in
gold coin on demand.

“Ninth—All foreizn gold eoins shounld be made
a legal tender for debt and receivalle for gov-
ernment duries ot their value as tixed by law.

“VYenth—Previous to the 1st of January, 189x,
the surplnsjrunds of the treasury, either loans

or collections, to be placed with the bavks in
a0l seotions of the conutry and in such awwounts
as may be determined by the Secretary.

“Itisnot poverty bantdistrust that afflicts
the counury. Our fabric ot finance muast
be torn down and built anew, It was con-
ceived in error, and every atep inereased
the departure from truth., The aot of 1578
was dishonorable to the government and
ruivous to the people, The act of 15890 was
a mere device to substitnte silver for gold
as a standard of value. Jron or copperis
either more stable 1n valus to-day than
gilver, We accepted the bad advice of the
silver inflationists once—yes, twice. The
cup is too bitter to continue the draught,
They said that if America coined silver,
I'ngland, France and Germany would be
coustrained to use 1t also, and that silver
would soon take the par of gold. On the
contrary, its fall has bLeen rapid and with.
out intermission. These foreign govern-
ments now have onr gold and we ara lefs
with a ourrenoy discarded by the whole
worid and scarcely more valuable than
copper.

*Weshall agzain be told that there is not
gold enown¢h to furnish the world’'s ex-
changes. If every wan’s experience did
not deteot this faliacy the sophistry might
be accepted as argument, Itis universally
admitted, as already stated, that less than
5 per cent, of human transactions reguire
the nse of eirenlation only. If more than
this be needeaitcan be supphied by & paver
carrency redeemable in gold.

due to the benevolent desire of the Kussian
government to protect the peasantry from
the oppression of the Jews, T'hatcoula not

Jessly driven forth froiu Moscow 1n the bit- |

ter cold of the winter of 1801-92, when even
suldlers were not sliowed Lo
drilin the opeu air. Nor could that bhave
been the reason wWhy the permission grant-
e¢d them by ex-Ministers Markofi and lol-
stoy was withdrawn, and they were driven
from the towns outside the pule of Jewish
sottlement to towns within it: peasants do
pot dwell in towns. Nor conld the pro-
teotion of the peasant be the reason why
Jows are not allowed to beconie share-
holders in commercial compsanies. ‘Lhe
recent restrictions on Jewish education
canuot be of much avail to protect the
peasantry.

11 1t had been the purpose of the Czarand
bis advisers to assimilate the Jew and the
peasant they would not receuntly bave pus
obLstacles in the way of the Jews becoming
agrioniturists in separate colonies, where
they could not interfere with the poas-
antry. Many thousands of these Jewish
agriculturists existin southern Kussia, and

bave prospered and shown aptitude for ag-

ricultural pursaitse for three generatious.
It s torther suggestied by the secretary
of the Kussian legation that the recent re-
SIrictIvVe [ueasures weres taken as muoh in
the interests of the Jows themsslves as of
the poeasantry. ‘The peasantiry huunger for
the blood o! their oppressors and the be-
nevolent goverument bus therefore thought
1t Tight, in the 1nterests of both parties, to
sepurate them by driving young
Jewish maidens and little chiliren
torough the suow and away from the towne
where they haud dwelt all their lives, So,
at least, seems to run M. Botkine's argd-
ment. Now,1it 18 a tact that the peasants
live on very good terms with the Jews, and
do not need to b prevenied from liyiog »t
their throats. \bere bave recently veen
very few riots agsinst the Jews, and when
they occurred at Balta, >aratoll and
Starodub last year the asuthorities, far from
repressibg thewm, encouraged the rioters,
if they did not actually initiate the riots,
T'hus at Balta the police urged on the peo-
ple vy telling them tbe governwent had
handed over the Jews' vroperty to thewm,
whtle the soldiery shared in the plunder.
If the protection ‘of the Jews were the ob-
ject of the recent expulsious, why were
they not resoried to twelve years ago,
in 831, when, owing to the culpable
laxity of the Russian autborities, no fewer
than 167 towns ana villages of Southern
Kuesia were the soenes of violent attacks
on Jewish life and property, and, worse
still, on the honor of Jawish women. The
governmentdid nothing then to stop these
ountrages till a meeting at the Mapsion
House, in London, drew the attention of
all Europe to the eriminal apatby of the
Hussian government.
